STENGLE SANS 


NGS 
MANIPULATE. UN 
SOUGHT BY D'STRIC 
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Former Representative 
Cites Six Lots Before 
House Group. 


ASSESSED AT $4,300; 
AWARD FOR $10,500 


Prisoner in Jail Nine Months 
Before Sentence, Com- 
mittee Hears. 


Charges that combination exist here 
to manipulate the value of property 
sought by the District government 
were made before the House District in- 
vestigating subcommittee last night by 
Former Representative C. I. Stengle, 
now an active member of the Federa- 
tion of Citizens Associations. 

A particular instance he cited was 
six lots at Sherman circle, two of which 
the District wanted for an addition to 
the Barnard school and the others for 
park purposes. 

The lots were assessed in 1925 at ap- 
proximately 84,300 apiece, Engineer 
Commissioner Bell testified. Condem- 
nation proceedings were instituted 
against two of the lots last July and the 
award, made yesterday, was 810,500 
apiece. Real estate men testified before 
the condemnation jury, Col. Bell said, 
that they were worth $11,000 
apiece. This year’s assessment on them 
was only 58 to 55 cents a square foot, 
Col. Bell said, while the jury award 
was at the rate of $1.32 a square foot. 

Clarence Donohue, foreman of the 
jury, said the owner had proved to the 
jury he had paid $10,075 for the prop- 
erty and had owned it a year. Stengle 
charged the property had been acquired 
but shortly before the condemnation 
proceedings were instituted. Not a sin- 
gle property owner in the section, Sten- 
gle charged, was called by the District 
to testify as to the value of the prop- 
erty. 

Defending the jury’s award, Donohue 
read the court’s instructions which di- 
rected it to consider no evidence bear- 
ing on the assessment of the property. 
Both Representative Gibson, chairman 
of the committee, and Representative 
Gilbert, of Kentucky, said the assess- 
ment-was" taken into consideration in 
their States, and Mr. Gibson said this 
would most likely to be one of the 


changes the committee would. recom- 
mend in local condemnation procedure. 

Commissioner Bell, warned that re- 
tention of the 125 per cent limitation 
on the amount which the District may 
pay for school or park sites will block 
the five-year school butiding program 
and the program of the National Capital 
park and planning commission, It is 
the practice of the District government 
in acquiring property, he said, to in- 
stitute condemnation proceedings when 
the owner asks more than 134 per cent 
of the assessed valuation. But the con- 
demnation awards usually are from two 
and a half to three times the assessed 
valuation, he said. 

During Stengle’s testimony, Gibson 
observed it might be wise to place 
“some of the men who testify to false 
values in jail for perjury.” 

Tax Assessor Richards pointed out 
that the Sherman circle property was 
assessed by one of his assistants who 
lives in the section and “who certainly 
knows values as no other man does.” 
He declared there had been an inflation 
in real estate values here in the last 
few years second to no city in the coun- 
try. Col. Bell, in this connection, said 
that five years ago the assessed valua- 
tion of the Sherman circle property was 
but 5 cents a square foot. 

W. G. Davis, an inmate of the Dis- 
trict jail, was put'on the stand by 
Representative Gilbert. Davis testified, 
and his commitment papers bore him 
out, according to Gilbert, that he was 
held in jail nine months after he had 
pleaded guilty to a narcotic charge 
without being sentenced. Then he was 
sentenced to two years and as a result 
of his decision to appeal, the sentence 


has not begun yet, although he has 
been in jail 22 months. 

It was the alleged: detention after he 
had pleaded guilty that interested Gil- 
bert. Davis testified he was supposed 
to have been sentenced by Justice 
Bailey, but got lost in some way and he 
subsequently appeared in court fre- 
quently for sentence, but the other jus- 
tices would not sentence him because 
it was Justice Balley’s case and the 
latter had in the meantime closed his 
docket. 

He said he pleaded guilty because L. 
A. Rover, assistant district attorney, as- 
sured him he would get only 60 or 90 
days, Rover asserting, according to Da- 
vis, that he wanted Davis’ testimony to 
get a narcotic peddler. 

Gibson made known that the House 
subcommittee on District appropria- 
tions is to be asked for an appropria- 
tion. to set up the automobile license 
tag-making plant at Occoquan. John 
R. Wall, representative of the firm 
which sets up the plants, testified. Fif- 
teen States are making their own tags, 
he said. The plants are especially 
adapted to prisoner work. The prison- 
ers are paid from 25 to 50 cents a day, 
he said. 

The committee will meet again to- 
morrow night.

The Senate yesterday came to the 
end of the inquisitorial lane. On the 
floor investigation of the contest 
brought against William 8S. Vare, of 
Pennsylvania, by William 3B. Wilson, 
was voted, but before the interstate 
commerce committee short shrift was 
made of the charges which Senator 
Daniel F. Steck, of Iowa, had brought 
against Smith W. Brookhart, senator- 
elect from .the same State. 

Senator Steck not only withdrew 
“any intimation that Mr. . Brookhart 
was: in the pay of Cyrus E. Woods,” 
but was put so thoroughly on the de- 
fensive by members: of the committee 
that eventually he complained that he 
was not on trial. 

Final action was not taken on the 
Steck charges, due to the fact that 
the accuser would not withdraw en- 
tirely am additional charge that he had 
seen press reports to the effect that 
Brookhart was representing farm or- 
ganizations for pay. The committee 
gave him an hour and a half in which 
to produce the reports. At the end of 
that time Senator Steck was still with- 
oat such information, and the commit- 
tee adjourned until today to enable 
him to make a further search. 


Brookhart Enters Denial. 


The afternoon was not a pleasant one 
for Senator Steck. Brookhart, his polit- 
ical foe and the man who will be his 
colleague after March 4, not. only de- 
nied absolutely all of the charges, which 
had been read into the Senate record 
the previous day, which he character- 
ized’ as “an infernal, underhanded 
political plot,” but in addition Senator 


| Steck wes. subjected. to... severe ..cross: 


examination: by the committee in which 
the majority of its members took part 
and not a single member acted in his 
defense. ’ 


Members of the committee sought. 


eventually to get Senator Steck to say 
that he would withdraw his charge 
that Brookhart was in the pay of the 
farm organizations if he could not 
produce the press. report to which he 
referred. The Iowa senator agreed to 
do this but refused to say whether he 
concurred in such beliefs represented 
by the press reports to which he re- 
ferred. 

The hearing developed the informa- 
tion through a telegram read by Sena- 
tor Goff, of West Virginia, that Lund 
and Lewis, the two Iowa men who 
sent. the telegrams urging the support 
of Woods, had acted at the request of 
John L. Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, and not at 
the direction of Brookhart. 

The Iowa senator-elect informed the 
committee that he was not the agent 
of Mr. Woods and was in fact opposed 
to his confirmation. He also denied

Film Star to Fight Wife’s Divorce Charges in Counter 
Suit, His Attorney Says—Comedian’s Posters Are

Los Angeles, Calif., Jan. 11 (By A. P.). 
Buperior Judge Walton J. Wood, late 
today appointed two receivers to handle 
the properties of Charles Spencer 
Chaplin pending the outcome of the 
divorce suit brought by his estranged 
wife, Lita Grey Chaplin. 

The receivers, appointed on the peti- 
tion of Mrs. Chaplin, are W. I. Gilbert 
and Herman Spitzell. Each was re- 
quired to post $200,000 bond. 

Gilbert wes chief counsel for Aimee 
Semple McPherson during the evan- 
gelist’s preliminary hearing, and also 
was personal attorney for the late Ru- 


The receivership applies to both the 
community and separate property of 
the film comedian. The former is val- 
ued by Mrs. Chaplin at $10,000,000, and 
the latter estimated at an additional 
$6,000,000. 

In making ex parte application for re- 
ceivership, Mrs. Chaplin declared that 
the actor is on his way to New York to 
complete the filming of his new picture 
and expressed the belief that his ser- 
vants were preparing to ship his per- 
sonal property East. 


» Under California laws the ex parte re- 


. 


ceivership can be allowed without no- 
tice to the opposing side in emergency 
cases. 

Domestic storm clouds continued to 
gather in Beverly Hills today above the 
separate dwellings of Chaplin and his 
wife, as attorneys for the film comedian 
started preparation of a counteraction 
to the stinging divorce suit filed by 
Mrs. Chaplin. 

Lloyd Wright, Chaplin’ S counsel, said 
the public could “rest assured” that his 
client would fight every charge con- 
tained in the divorce complaint. The 
comedian is en route to New York on 
important business connected with his 
moction-picture interests, but is ex- 
pected to return here soon, the attorney 
said. 

Wright reiterated Chmaies did not 
leave for New York to evade service. 
The attorney promised a complete state- 
ment as soon as he had time to read 
the lengthy petition the screen come- 
dian’s wife filed late yesterday.

Mexico City, Jan. 11 (By A. P.).—Spe- 
cial dispatches from Guadalajara state 
that 21 person have been kiled and 10 
wounded in a clash between Catholics 
and the municipal authorities in the 
town of Cocule in the state of Jalisco. 

The mayor of Cocula and the local 
deputy, Sostenes Castillo, were among 
those killed. 

The dispatches, which were lacking 
in details, reported that the municipal 
authorities offered opposition to a re- 
ligious demonstration, whereupon the 
“atholics attacked municipal officials, 
employes and policemen, a battle en- 
suing.

Peace at Durango Promised. 


Clearing up reports that federal 
forces under Gen. Enrique Leon were 
jefeated last Friday near Durango city, 
Torreon specials state that Gen. Gonza- 
to Escokar, military commandant at 
Yorreon, has reported that the situa- 
‘toh is merely a revival of the problem 
presented by the warlike Mexquital In- 
tians, who always revolt when an op- 
portunity presents itself. 

At present, the, commandant is 
quoted as saying, the Indians have 
taken up arms under the religious ban- 
ner on orders from Damassc Barraza, 
“a Knight of Columbus.” 

Commandant Escobar said that with- 
in fifteen days he would restore peace 
to the state of Durango. 

Reports from Saltillo say that the 
Catholic. priests, Isadc Perea and Roman 
Blanco, arrested at Zaragoza and Con- 
clova, respectively, have been lodged 
in the penitentiary. 

Dispatches from Torreon also state 
that an official report had been made 
by Col. Salvador Valadez saying that 
his troops overtook a group of rebels 
who began hostilities at Parras de la 
Fuente in the state of Coahuila, kill- 
ing two and capturing ten in a clash 
at Palo Alto. 

The reports state that nine of the 
ten captured were summarily executed, 
the only one spared being Jesus 
Rosales, 80 years old. The rebel leader, 
Antonio Hunez, was among. those 
executed. 

Bishop Believed Deported. 

Bishop Pascual Diaz, of Tabasco, who 
was yesterday arrested by order of the 
government at the Catholic Episcopate 
building, and ordered deported, is be- 
lieved to have reached Vera Cruz. The 
government has made no statement 
concerning the bishop, nor has it pub- 
licly announced the charges against 
him.

Pope Greatly Distressed. 


Rome, Jan. 11 (By A. P.).—Pope Pius 
was greatly distressed today on learning 
of the arrest in Mexico of Bishop Diaz 
of Tabasco, and five other bishops. 

The pontiff, who is following with 
profound interest and intense devotion 
religious events in Mexico, urging 
Christians of the whole world to raise 
prayers for the restoration of relig- 
ious liberty there, has asked Cardinal 
Gasparri to keep in close touch with 
events in Mexico and to inform him of 
developments. 

“May the prayers of all good Chris- 
tians of the world be granted by the 
Almighty, rewarding the Mexican faith- 
ful for their sufferings,” said the Pope, 


raising his hands to the sky, when he 
received the news of the reported Mexi- 
can revolution from the cardinal. 

News which has arrived at the Vati- 
can on the Mexican situation was still 
fragmentary today and was not alto- 
gether clear. It wes not quite clear 
in Vatican circles whether the revolu- 
tionary movement, headed by Rene 
Capistran Garza, had only a religious 
character or had political objects of 
which religious liberty is one.

Bandits, Opposed, Fire the 
Village of Wangchihpao, 
London Is Advsied. 


NATIVES SLAUGHTERED 


London, Jan. 11 (By A. P.).—A Reu- 
ter dispatch from Peking says that mes- 
sages were received today from Shan- 
tung stating that all the inhabitants 
of Wangchihpao, totaling 1,000, have 
been massacred by bandits. 

The message adds that the viltiigére 
of Wangchihpao, 50 miles west of the 
birthplace of Confucius, at Chufu. ac- 
tively opposed the bandits, who awaited 
reinforcements, after which they sur- 
rounded and set fire to the village, 
slaughtering the inhabitants irre- 
spective of age or sex. 

Some persons are said to have beén 
burned to death in their homes, others 
were shot attempting to escape, while 
young children literally were pulled to 
pieces.

Mexico now proposes-that--any-Amer- 
ican aggrieved by enforcement of the 
oil and alien land laws file a claim for 
compensation with the Mexican-Amer- 
ican mixed claims commission consti- 
tuted while Mr. Hughes was Secretary of 
State. 

The answer of the Mexican govern- 
ment was issued by the Mexican em- 
bassy last night in the form of a state- 
ment to the press by Aaron Saenz, Mesx- 
ican secretary for foreign relations.

Wood alcohol is “the simplest de- 
naturant,” meeting the requirements 
of the law, the Secretary said, and 
while the Treasury has been searching 
for years for a substitute, none has 
been found. 

“The Treasury feels, then,” he de- 
Clared, “that it has not the discretion, 
under existing laws, to abandon an 
effective denaturant in favor of one 
not. ful, but ineffective.”

Exemption of Architects

$2,500,000 FUND ITEM 
SAVED AFTER ARGUMENT 


Black; of Texas, Seeks to 
Make. Sure District Will

Work on the Arlington Memorial 
bridge will be delayed if not -halted 
by the action of the House yesterday 
in eliminating from the independent 


offices appropriation bill an item per- 
mitting the bridge commission to pay 
for architectural and other professional 
services without regard to civil service. 

A point of order made by Represen- 
tative Blanton, of Texas, against the 
item was sustained by the chair and 
for a time another point of order by 
Representative Black, of Texas, threat- 
ened the bridge’s entire $2,500,000 ap- 
propriation. The item was carried in 
last. year’s bill without being chal- 
lenged. 

Mr. Blanton recently had a tilt with 
Capt. M. H. Parsons, of the office of 
the director of public buildings and 
grounds, which has to do with the 
bridge. He. charged that Parsons 
framed him to bring about a scene. 

There is another slant on his opposi- 
tion ‘to the item yesterday and that 
concerns a tilt he had at the outset 
of the consideraion of the independent 
Offices bill with Representative Wood, 
of Indiana, who has it in charge. 


Blanton and Wood Clash. 


He and Mr. Wood got into an argu- 
mént over appropriation bills -con- 
taining legtslation, and when Mr. Wood 
angered him, he warned that there 
were several in the pending bill and 
he would point them out when the 
House came to them. He did. Out of 
three items he attacked he was upheld 
by the chair in two. 

The provision applying to the bridge 
was first inserted into the bill at the 
last session to relieve the commission 
from* the predicament in which it 
found itself after a ruling by Comp- 
troller General McCarl that certain 
contracts were void. 

It provided that in the employment 
of architects, sculptors, artists and the 
like the bridge commission did not 
have to follow the civil service regula- 
tions. Without this exception, it was 
contended, these types of professional 
men could not be engaged. Salaries 
permitted by law for government em- 
ployes of the respective grades were 
not sufficient to get men of the caliber 
wanted for work on the bridge. 

Representative Chindblom, of Mli- 
nois, sought to assist Mr. Wood in com- 
bating the Texan’s argument, but he 
was of no avail. 


Insists on District Share. 


Mr. Black’s point against the éntire 
item was based on the language in the 
act authorizing the construction of the 
bridge, to the effect that both the Fed- 
eral and District governments shall 
share in the cost of it. Mr. Black point- 
ed out that appropriations thus far for 
the bridge have all come from the Fed- 
eral Treasury. 

Representative Cramton, of Michigan, 
saved the day at this point by explain- 
ing that the language of the act meant 
that the District should pay for the ap- 
proa , while the Federal government 
was to’ pay for the bridge proper.

FIRE DRAWS BIG CROWD 


Second Alarm Is Sounded and 
Police Reserves Handle 
1,000 Spectators. 


DOWNTOWN STORE BLAZE 


Attracted by dense clouds of black 
smoke yesterday afternoon, a crowd of 
approximately 1,000 persons watched 
firemen fight a stubborn two-alarm 


fire in the wheelwright shop of the 
Merchants Transfer & Storage Co., in 
the alley* between Second and Third 
and B and C streets northwest. 

The fire started on the first floor of 
the building, where packing cases were 
stored. When firemen arrived. the 
flames had fought their way to the 
third floor of the building and thick 
clouds of smoke were pouring from 
every window. 

A second alarm was sounded, bring- 
ing ten additional pieces of apparatus 
and Fire Chief George Watson to the 
scene. Because of the dense smoke 
firemen experienced difficulty in get- 
‘ting to the center of the blaze. 

The smoke was caused by quantities 
of burlap bags stored on the third 
floor. Damage ‘was estimated at $3,000. 
Police reserves from the Sixth and 
Ninth precinct were summoned to han- 
dle the crowd. 

A crowd of more than 500 home-go- 
ing workers limed the sidewalks ~at 
Tenth and E streets northwest, to 
watch firemen make short work of a 
blaze in the rear of a store at 502 
Tenth street, conducted by Mrs. Rosie 
Ratto. The blaze started in a chim- 
ney flue, and created more excitement 
than damage. 

The alarm Was sounded a few mo- 
ments after the second alarm of the 
storage company fire. For half an 
hour thereafter downtown streets. were 
filled with fire apparatus, bound to the 
fires or to fill in at engine houses va- 
cated.

NO RELATIONS WITH CALLES. 


Press comment from all parts of the United 
States demonstrates that public sentiment 
stands firmly behind President Coolidge in his 
determination to enforce respect for American 
interests, lives and property. This comment 
emphasizes the fact that Mr. Coolidge is meet- 
ing the situation in Nicaragua and Mexico as 
his predecessors would have met it. It is evi- 
dent that the American people heartily approve 
of his action and his policy, and that partisan 
opposition to the President will not have pub- 
lic support. Many Democrats and Democratic 
newspapers, in fact, are emphatic in their ap- 
proval of the President's action. 

The danger to the Mexican government, if 
it persists in its aggressions upon the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua, is clearly foreseen by many 
commentators, but all of them applaud Mr. 
Coolidge’s warning and declare that he will 
be supported by the entire American people 
if Mexico’s aggression should call for further 
action. 

A break of diplomatic relations with the 
Calles government is inevitable. The attempt 
by the Calles government to undermine the 
republic of Nicaragua is an attack upon the 
security of the United States. Calles’ machina- 
tions have been shrewdly conducted, but de- 
spite denials and subterfuges the United States 
government knows what he is doing. It can 
not remain in friendly intercourse with him. 
He has not only violated the pledge given 
when the Obregon government was recognized, 
but he has actually taken arms obtained from 
the United States and used them: to destroy a 
neighboring republic and to trample upon the 
vital interests of the United States. Continued 
pretense of friendship with Mexico so long as 
Calles is its dictator would be a sham and a 
fraud. 

At present the United States.is in the posi- 
tion of assisting Calles to import arms which 
are in turn used against the peace and security 
of Central America. That is a false position 
from which the government should withdraw 
without delay. The embargo upon arms to 
Mexico should be lifted simultaneously with 
the withdrawal of recognition of the perfidious 
Calles government. If another government 
should be set up in Mexico it should be recog- 
nized, provided it gives assurances that Ameri- 
can life and property will be respected. But 
Calles’ power, directed against the United 
States, should not be bolstered another day by 
continued recognition on the part of this gov- 
ernment. 

The stirrings of revolution in Mexico are 
unmistakable. Calles is employing the agra- 
rian armed forces—a true communist or red 
_army—to put down elements which he de- 
scribes as “bandits,” but which in Associated 
Press dispatches are described as peaceable 
can citizens, The truth is that commun- 
sm has Mexico by the throat and is destroy- 
ing the liberty of the people, and is enabled 
to do this because the United States recog- 
nizes and supports Calles. As matters stand, 
if American policy toward Calles is not 
changed, a revolution in Mexico would wit- 
ness the United States furnishing arms to 
Calles while engaged in frustrating his hostile 
aggressions in Nicaragua. It is an indefensi- 
ble position. The withdrawal of recognition 
of the Calles government is necessary, if the 
United States wishes to put an end to the ag- 
gressions which are tending toward hostilities,

Reform of this sort can not come overnight, 
of course. Actually, great strides have been 
taken in a comparatively short time. The 657 
member boards of the real estate association 
seattered throughout the country, however, 
will be an additional, powerful and effective 
force to watch, conditions and make certain 
that the code of practice is observed. 


THE “DEBENTURE” PLAN, 


L. J. Taber, master of the National Grange, 
appeared before the members of the House 
ways and means committee this week and 
told them about his proposed plan of farm 
relief. It merits serious consideration because 
it appears to reflect the views of a great na- 
tional farm organization. 

The two.objects of the plan are (1) “to make 
more effective the operation of the tariff upon 


|} agricultural products and provisions so that 


such commodities will be placed upon an equal- 
ity under the tariff laws with other commodi- 
ties,’”’ and (2) “to advance the market for 
agricultural products and provisions so as to 
place producers in the United States on a more 
equitable basis of competition with producers 
of similar products exported from other coun- 
tries.”’ 

Under the terms of the bill the Secretary of 
the Treasury is authorized to issue to any ex- 
porter of some twelve domestic farm and food 
products certain ‘‘debentures’”’ or due bills, 
which debentures may be used in payment of 
import duties on commodities imported into 
the United States. Debentures issued in a cur- 
rent year shall not exceed the amount of duty 
collected in the previous year. 

The remainder of the bill is a list of com- 
modities upon which debentures may be is- 
sued, and the amount of the debenture per- 
mitted on each commodity; and also the ad- 
ministrative provisions. 

Is not this ‘‘debenture’’ plan substantially a 
bonus on exports and in effect a scheme to com- 
pel the government to differentiate between do- 
mestic and foreign prices of American farm 
products? Does it not tend to make the prices 
of exported American farm and food products 
less than domestic prices? Furthermore, the 
law requires that import duties shall be paid 
in gold or its equivalent. ‘These observations 
deserve consideration. 


DISTRICT SUPPLIES. 


Herbert D. Brown, chief of the bureau of 
efficiency, testified before the House District 
investigating subcommittee recently that 
Washington is losing thousands of dollars 
each year by not coordinating its purchasing 
activities with those of the Federal central 
supply committee: After citing several instan- 
ces of items which the Federal committee pur- 
chases more cheaply than the District purchas- 
ing agent, it was pointed out that no additional 
legislation would be necessary to make pos- 
sible municipal purchases through the Federal 
office. 

Possibly a change in policy is desirable. An 
investigation should be made at once to deter- 
mine the prices paid for all standard commodi- 
ties by both the Federal and District govern- 
ments. Other: matters being equal, those 
which may be obtained more cheaply through 
the Federal board should be purchased that 
way. 

It may be that the red tape surrounding 
Federal purchases would in the long run cost 
more than the immediate financial saving of 
joint purchases. Experience alone can answer 
that objection. : 


MIGRATION OF BIRDS. 


to biologists. They have been studying for 
hundreds of years to find out and are as much 
in the dark today as they were 200 years ago, 
according to Dr. Alexander Wetmore, presi- 
dent of the American Ornithological union. 

While these studies, which have been al- 
most fads with many men of science, have 
cleared up many misunderstandings concern- 
ing bird life, not one of them can guess the 
meaning of the arrival of the first robin in the 
spring or the Southern flight of geese in the 
fall. In 1897 C. C. Mortensen, of Denmark, 
began the scientific banding of birds, and this 
method of securing data as to flights and des- 
tinations of the migrations, which has been 
followed by the biological survey, has aided 
wonderfully in adding to the knowledge of 
such migrations. The conclusion has been 
reached that while ‘‘the entire act.of migra- 
tion is so utterly complex that not a single 
factor may be described as absolute cause, mi- 
gration has arisen from movements by sea- 
sonal and climatic changes in certain species 
until it has become hereditary instinct and ‘a 
part of the life cycle of the individual.’:”’ 

In a book just written by Dr: Wetmore, who 
is also an assistant secretary of the Smithson- 
ian institution, that scientist observes that 
large birds, such as loons, cranes, ducks and 
hawks, fly regularly by day, while the majority 
of small birds, such as warblers, flycatchers 
and sparrows, fly by night. The chief reason 
for this is the necessity on the part of small 
birds to seek their food by day and not the 
fear of attack in day flight. Fasting for a day 
is no hardship for many of the larger birds. 

As to the speed of these flights, Dr. Wetmore 
Says that the smaller perching birds fly at 
from 20 to 37 miles per hour, while ducks and 
geese range from 42 to 59 miles. Most birds 
are probably capable of doubling their normal 
speed for short distances, but the greatest 
speed recorded was that of the common swift 
of Eurasia, which, observed from an airplane, 
made 70 miles an hour in normal flight. The 
greatest traveler among birds is the arctic 
tern, which flies from the arctic circle to the 
antarctic and back again each year; the round- 
trip distance is 22,000 miles.

REAPPORTIONMENT. 


The subject of reapportionment of represent- 
atives in Congress came to the front Monday, 
when officials of the census bureau appeared 
before the House committee on census to ex- 
plain what would happen if the so-called Fenn 
reapportionment bill should become a law. 

This bill provides that the number of rep- 
resentatives after the third day of March, 1933, 
shall be the same as now, 435, and that as 
soon as possible after the next and each decen- 
*% nial census, it shall be the duty of the Secre-

\ tary of Commerce to apportion 435 representa- 
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tives among the States by the method of 
“major fractions,” whereby each unit and each 
a unit when added up shall 
equal 435. } Ce ' 

It. was explained that under this plan 12 
States would in the aggregate gain 24 repre- 
sentatives and 16 States would ‘lose the 
same number of representatives. It is esti- 
mated that in 1980 the total population of the 
United States would be about 123,288,000, a 
gain of about 17,000,000 over 1920. 

Perhaps the best feature of this plan is that 
it does not propose to increase the number of 
representatives. The House already is too 
large, and an increase in membership would 
raise a serious objection throughout the coun- 
try. If anything, the number should be de- 
creased; but every State subjected to a de- 
crease under any plan will naturally oppose a 
bill embodying any such feature. 

In the proposed Fenn bill twelve States will 
gain while sixteen States will lose. Will the 
influence of the sixteen be greater than the 
influence of the twelve? W4£ll Congress object 
to delegating this power of enumeration to an 
executive department? 


FILTHY MAGAZINES. 


Last July the police department,. backed up 
by the district attorney, carried on a campaign 
against the display and sale of improper and 
salacious literature by local newsdealers. One 
distributor arrested at that time gave $100 
bond for’ his appearance in court, and re- 
quested a jury trial. Somewhat later it ap- 
peared that a number of New York attorneys, 
retained by the publishers. of such periodicals, 
were preparing to come to Washington to de- 
fend the distributor. When this was called 
to his attention he agreed to waive jury trial 
and pleaded guilty. Because he cooperated 
with the authorities, and because it was es- 
tablished that he did not have knowledge of 
the type of material thé magazine contained, 
execution of sentence. was suspended. 

The conviction creates a precedent and 
Places in the hands of local authorities a 
weapon with which to curb filthy “art maga- 
zine’’ activities. If possible the most effective 
curb would be a conviction of the publisher. 
Since he usually is a fly by night individual, 
however, carrying his office under his hat, and 
since the only applicable laws are postal regu- 
lations prohibiting the mailing of improper 
material, a situation easily sidestepped by 
making use of express or other transportation, 
it has been extremely difficult to conyict a 
publisher. The recent decision, however, puts 
teeth in the local ordinance prohibiting news- 
dealers and distributors from selling such 
matter. 

The campaign is extending to other cities. 
New York is engaged in attempting to drive 
improper literature from metropolitan news- 
stands, Mayor Walker threatening to withdraw 
the ‘licenses of any found giving circulation to 
such periodicals. The city of Baltimore is 
starting a similar campaign. It appears possi- 
ble that the entire situation is about to be 
cleared up, for if publishers can not find news- 
stands upon which to display and sell their 
wares they will be forced out of business. 


GETTING READY FOR °28. 


Either because of the suggestion of Miss 
Sarah Butler, daughter of Nicholas Murray 
Butler, or else in spite of the suggestion of 
that lady that the women of the land refrain 
from attempting to segregate the sexes in mat- 
ters political, some 75 women will assemble 
in Washington this morning for a three-day 
conference. 

The ladies are members of the Republican 
national committee, State vice chairmen and 
presidents of Republican clubs. They will dis- 
cuss plans for the formation and development 
of permanent Republican women’s clubs and 
federations throughout the country and to pro- 
vide for ‘“‘an interchange of experience among 
national and State party officials.”’ 

As the meetings are to be informal and un- 
official there will be no resolutions adopted, 
no formal speeches made and no action taken. 
It would seem that the Republican women 
have torn a page from the announcements of 
the Gridiron club, which at every dinner ad- 
vises that ‘‘ladies are always present and re- 
porters never.” The newspapers are advised 
that ‘“‘while leading Republican officials will 
address some of the meetings the work of the 
conference will be done by the women.” Fur- 
ther, in order that there may be no broken 
hearts over the stern action of the keepers of 
the gates, the warning is transmitted to the 
world that there will be daily distribution of 
the. news of the conference, but that no re- 
porters, journalists, correspondents or feature 
writers will be admitted. : 

“Every woman present will contribute to 
the conference the experience of her State 
for the benefit of other States, and the Re- 
publican women will take stock of their or- 
ganization to see what remains to be accom- 
plished.’’ 

That the affair will be more-of a social 
function than political gatherings are gener- 
ally is indicated by the number of receptions, 
planned. Following the banquet all the dele- 
gates will proceed to the White House, where 
they will meet the President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge, and all the ladies of the cabinet will b 
in the receiving line. ’ 

Thirty-one of the 48 States will be repre- 
sented at the meeting, which is the first na- 
tional conference of Republican women leaders 
ever held. 


LIPSTICKING IN PUBLIC. 


The wet and dry question hag received an 
unexpected wallop from the pulpit of one of 
New York’s foremost orators, according to the 
New York Evening Post. It is a little early to 
say which side won, but apparently the drys 
have the edge. During the delivery of a learn- 
ed discourse the speaker spied one of his au- 
dience, a feminine person, calmly repairing the 
ravages of her makeup. Sharply he rebuked 
her in terms that left no question as to his feel- 
ings. He was undoubtedly justly outraged, but 
there is also something to be said for the other 
side. Experts in these matters say that when 
the lipstick absorbs, or whatever it is that ‘it 
does when it leaves a lady’s lips, it produces a 
slightly puckered or dry sensation. There is 
no controlling this dryness in a public assembly 
save by application of more lipstick. Yet the 
dryness is said to be not an overwhelming dis- 
comfort if the attention be delightfully focused 


or if there be sufficient moisture in the atmos- 
phere. This leads to the queston of the arid- 
ity of the atmosphere in question. It paints 
anew the ideal that a public speaker should 
avoid being so dry as to compel resort to the 
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lipstick in full view of the public. |

Americans in Mexico. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: We 
read in the newspapers and hear in 
Congress a great deal gbout Mexico in 
relation to the oil industry and the re- 
ligious question, but of the “little fel- 
lows” who had accepted the invitation 
of the Mexican government to come to 
that country and give to its resources 
their money and labor, we hear practi- 
cally nothing. 

But facts, as they appertain to life 
and property, show that for a continu- 
ous period of fifteen years these “little 
fellows”’ of our countrymen have been 
killed, their wives and daughters out- 
raged by so-called bandits or revolu- 
tionary forces, and by a form of law 
their legally acquired properties have 
been taken from their possession with- 
out any indemnification. Who are the, 
“little fellows’ to look to for protec- 
tion and compensation? Only their gov- 
ernment. And should it fail them, then 
their wealth and their labor of years 
will be totally lost. The properties 
owned by the oil industry could be 
taken possession of by the Mexican gov- 
ernment and not one of the principal 
owners be deprived thereby of any of 
the luuxuries he may now enjoy. But 
alas! the “little fellows’’ have ex- 
hausted or nearly exhausted their 
financial resources,.and if our govern- 
ment does not pursue an aggressive 
policy, then they must perish. 

Having lived in Mexico as one of the 
“little fellows” during the revoluution 
and the government of Gens. Obre- | 
gon and Calles, I know personally of 
many of our countrymen who have 
sought the factors of the law with only 
the result to them that their financial 
assets have been further reduced and 
neither repossession of their properties 
obtained nor compensation made. 

At the time President Obregon was 
in office I went to Mexico City to ap- 
peal to him, as my last resource, for re- 
possession of my property (titles to 
which date back to 100 years and had 
never been challenged even by his gov- 
ernment) or for indemnification. The 
nearest I got to either was “manana.” 
At this time and subsequently, the 
federal government ‘owed its employes, 
including school teachers, upward of 
15,000,000 pesos—approximately $7,500,- 
000 of our currency—for salaries due 
and long past due; its financial condi- 
tion was such that had it been an in- 
dustrial enterprise it would have been 
in a state of bankruptcy; yet, notwith- 
standing, properties owned by Ameri- 
cans were taken from them by order of 
the federal government and given to 
the citizens of Mexico. 

And what has been the result to Mex- 
ico of a political policy which, under 
the guise of law, has been robbery of 
private property? Enormous damages 
and the agricultural business of the 
country reduced to a minimum never 
known before in the history of Mexico. 
A policy carried out to obtain the pa- 
tronage of the ignorant masses in order 
that Gens. Obregon and Calles be de- 
clared the constitutional government of 
Mexico. 

Is there any legal or moral code 
which can warrant a law that deprives 
foreigners of their legally acquired pos- 
sessions when a government has no im- 
mediate or reasonably prospective re- 
sources to pay compensation?

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TO BOND RENTAL AUTOS 


Corporation Counsel Argues in 
Support of Power of Dis- 
trict Commissioners. 


INJUNCTION IS OPPOSED 


Corporation Counsel Francis H. 
Stephens, as counsel for the commis- 
sioners and the public utilities commis- 
sion, filed a brief yesterday in the 
Court of Appeals in support of the con- 
tention’ that the District government 
has sufficient legal power to compel 
the owners of all rental automobiles 
and public vehicles to furnish indem- 
nity and lability bonds. 

Mr. Stephens cites numerous alleged 
errors on the part of the lower court 
which granted a permanent injunction 
to Robert Harlan, owner‘of seven rental 
sedans, to prevent the public utilities 


attempts to have his license renewed. 
Under the rules of the commission 
Harlan would have to furnish a bond 
of $5,000 for the first sedan and a de- 
creasing amount for each of the others. 
He is unable to furnish bond, he 
stated, as his assets do not amount to 
$6,000. Large or corporate owners of 
public vehicles, which have ample cap- 
ital, are exempt from the bonding re- 
quirements, according to Harlan.

London, Jan. 11.—Wholesale secession 
of evangelical. clergymen from _ the 
Church of England may follow if the 
bishops’ secret meeting in Lambeth pal- 
ace tomorrow decides on a new prayer 
book which will allow the reservation 
of the sacrament for communion of the 
sick or persons unable to attend serv-

Every effort is being made to find 
a compromise to stave off the disas- 
ter which would be created by seces- 
sion, but how grave the problem may 
be is indicated by the words of Capt. 
J. W. D. Barron, secretary of the pow- 


erful evangelical body called the 
Church association. 
Threats of Secession. 


“A large number of the clergy could 
not conscientiously remain in a church 
which allowed in its ritual rites alien 
to its very principle. There is no 
alternative but secession. When it is 
remembered that two-thirds of the 
clergy are evangelical, the deadly peril 
is realized. If it happens, it means dis- 
aster, splitting the church from top to 
bottom.”’ 

An authority of the equally power- 
ful English Church union, represent-— 
ing the Anglo-Catholics, said the 
church had not faced such a crisis for 
centuries. 

“The Anglo-Catholic clergy never 
will agree to the prohibition of the 
services of adoration, which is only one 
point of the controversy,”’.he said. ‘The 
younger clergy will rebel immediately.” 


Bishops Seek Compromise. 


The bishops are trying tO work out 
a compromise formula which will sat- 
isfy the evangelicals by allowing reser- 
vation for the sick only, and then de- 
claring the liturgical services introduced 
from the: Catholic Church by the Anglo- 
Catholics illegal. The first draft of 
the new prayer book will be printed 
immediately after the bishops finish 
their sittings, on January 22. With a 
disagreement certain on both sides, it 
is expected the whole controversy will 
be fought out in the open in parlia- 
ment.

One of the 
list is a queer disorder which is found 
ong coal miners. It is 
known as miner's nystagmus. Puppies 
kept constantly in the dark are said to 
show symptoms of the disorder. 


The outstanding symptom is a con- 
stant swinging of the eyeball from 
side to side. Another symptom is 
spasm of the eyelids, and a_ third, 
general tremor. | 


So prevalent is the disease in great 
Britain that Ohm says: “One hundred 
thousand miners are unable to work 
on account of it, and’ the employers 
pay $5,000,000 a year to their employes 
as compensation for miner's nystag- 
mus. This sum and a little extra is 
added to the bill paid by the users 
of British coal. British coal users, 
producers and miners are carrying 
about as much load as the traffi¢ will 
bear.” | 

Dr. Ohm of Germany has studied 
the medical side of the question 
rather more closely than any one else. 
He thinks working in poor light is 
much the most important cause. He 
does * think the position in. which 
the muiner works is a factor. Nor is 
the slant which he must give his 
neck, head, and eyes as he lies or 
squats down to dig coal. Alcoholism 
ia a factor and so is inherited ten- 
dency. In both Great Britain and 
Germany the use of liquor and beer 
contribute to miner’s nystagmus. He 
advises that wherever possible coal 
mines be illuminated with something 
better than the miner’s lamp. The 
illuminating power of the ordinary 
miner's head lamp should be improv- 
ed. Whenever possible light should 
be improved by whitewashing surfaces. 
He advises that machinery replace 
underground, dark, terrain mining 
wherever possible. He favors restric- 
tion of the use of alcoholic beverages. 

If the case is detected early, work 
above ground should be alternated with 
underground work.

Mr. Work’s Pointer _

HE pointer for today is: 


A following bid does not guar- 
antee two quick tricks but it does 
show more than one quick trick. 


A following bid is the first bid made 
after an original adverse bid (e. g., a 
bid by Second Hand after a bid by 
Dealer, or a bid by Third Hand after a 
pass by Dealer and a bid by Second 
Hand). 

There are many cases in which it is 
obvious to Second Hand that he should 
double or should bid his own atrong 
suit after a bid by Dealer; but there 
are many more cases in which Second 
Hand, holding far from a bust, has 
neither the strength to justify a double 
nor a suit strong enough for an original 


bid had the Dealer passed. 

In yesterday's article the two follow- 
ing exampfes were given illustrating 
this situation: 

1. Sp.: x-x. Ht.: King-Jack-9-x-x. 
Di.: Queen-x-x. Cl.: x-x-x. 

2. Sp.: x-x. Ht.: Ace-Queen-x-x-x. Di.: 
Queen-x-x. Cl.: x-x-x, 

With No. 1, after a bid of one Spade 
by South, West should pass; with No‘ 2, 
he should bid two Hearts. 

West is justified in making a follow- 
ing bid with less high-card strength 
than is required for an initial bid. It 
may be his last opportunity to bid and 
he’ should not pass with a hold- 
ing which a partner, not strong 
enough to bid himself, may sup- 


plement sufficiently .to force the 
adversaries to an uncomfortably 
high declaration. With neither of 
the hands given above, should West 
have bid had South passed; but a fol- 
lowing bid is different. It does not 
guarantee the two quick tricks expect- 
ed of an initial suit-bidder, but it does 
announce one quick trick plus. The 
“plus” may be a King or a Queen-Jack, 
or any other trick possibility. As a 
“quick trick’"” means Ace or-King-Queen, 
it will be seen that No. 2 has one quick 
trick, plus additional strength; but No. 
1 can not be credited as having even 
one quick trick. 
' A following bid, being made after an 
adverse bid, is exposed to one danger 
which does not threaten an original 
bid. The double of an original bid will 
almost surely be taken out by the part- 
ner of the doubler because the double 
is informatory; but the double of a fol- 
lowing bid, if made by the next adver- 
sary, will not be taken out because the 
double would be for business, the part- 
mer of the doubler having bid. It is 
not wise, therefore, to make a following 
bid unless the high-card strength is up 
to the requirements above named.

NEW COMMISSION MAY 
REFORM PRESENT SYSTEM 


Rates Now Fixed on Value’ of 
Replacing Property; House 
Holds the Bill. 


The attitude of the new public: utill- 
ties commission on valuations and, in 
fact, the full size of its job will be de- 
termined in a case now pending before 
the United States Supreme Court, it 
was learned yesterday. 

On the outcome of this case will de- 
pend whether the present policy of 
evaluating utility properties on‘ the 
basis of their replacement cost or 
whether the former method of valua- 
tion, based on actual investment, will 
prevail. Should the latter method 
-come about, it is more than likely that 
reduced street car fares would follow, 
together with lower rates for electricity 
and gas. 

The high court has indicated in the 
past, however, that the replacement 
theory should prevail, and if this should 
develop to be tts formal degision the 
new utilities commission, the members 
of which are expected to be appointed 
by the President shortly, will hardly 
be any better equipped than its make- 
shift predecessor. 

It will be amply supplied with per- 
sonnel, but it will have no money with 
which to make valuations of its own, 
and the utilities’ valuations will, as in 
the past, have to be largely accepted as 
the basis for Yrate-making.
